ACCOMPANYING? PHILADELPHIA ACTIVITIES (MOSCOW 19337, 

PARA 3) ARE BEING ARRANGED TO PERMIT AMBASSADOR'S DEPARTURE 
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SEPT 26 BY MID- AFTERNOON. 

- C. ON YALE POLITICAL UNION APPEARANCE, YPU WOULD LIKE 

TO FOLLOW AMBASSADOR S SPEECH AND QS AND AS WITH TRADITIONAL 
IN-HOUSE DEBATE ON SPEAKER'S TOPIC. AMBASSADOR WOULD NOT 
BE EXPECTED TO REMAIN FOR DEBATE, BUT YPU WANTS TO BE SURE 
AMBASSADOR WOULD NOT OBJECT TO A DEBATE ON DETENTE BEING 
HELD BY YPU WHILE HE IS YPU GUEST.

THIS WEEK, AND CLIFF SHOULD HAVE THEM IN EARLY SEPT. PLAN 
REMAINS AS YOU HAVE IT A PERIOD OF OVERCOMPLEMENT AFTER 
LEAVE, FOLLOWED BY AN ASSIGNMENT TO BEX. RE PARA 5, 

REPEATED CHECKS HAVE TURNED UP NOTHING IN THE WAY OF A 
SUITABLE TDY BUT EX IS CHECKING OUT AN IDEA, AND WE WILL 
GET BACK TO YOU ASAP. 

3. FROM PAUL COOK: INR IS SOMEWHAT BEMUSED BY EMBASSY 
COMMENTS IN MOSCOW 19193, PARA 4, ABOUT THE RARITY OF ANTI- 
SEMITIC EXPRESSIONS UNDER STALIN WHICH SEEMS TO IGNORE THE 
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1949 "ANTI-COSMOPOLITAN" AND THE 1952-53 DOCTORS PLOT 
CAMPAIGNS. THE SAME HOLDS TRUE FOR THE "GRADUALLY IN- 
CREASING SINCE THEN" PHRASE FOR IT DOES NOT TAKE INTO 
ACCOUNT THE UP AND DOWN PHENOMENON EPITOMIZED BY THE 
ECONOMIC CRIMES CAMPAIGN OF THE LATE 1950'S. IN ANOTHER 
VEIN, THE COMMENT ABOUT "SUPPOSEDLY TRANQUIL MOSCOW" IN 
MOSCOW A- 193 SEEMS AT VARIANCE WITH REPORTED CASES OF 
VIOLENCE IN MOSCOW PUBLIC PLACES AND INSTITUTIONS KNOWN TO 
EMBOFFS OVER THE YEARS. 

4. FOLLOWING TWO EXCHANGEES ON BASIS OF PAST EVENTS HAVE 
BEEN ADVISED TO CONTACT EMBASSY SOONEST IF SOVIETS INITIATE 
ANY SUSPICIOUS ACTIVITY DURING CURRENT VISITS: 
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- A. PROFESSOR MICHAEL CRAWFORD. FROM UNIVERSITY OF 
KANSAS, WILL BE IN MOSCOW FROM AUG 17-30 WORKING AT THE 
INSTITUTE OF MOLECULAR BIOLOGY AND IVANOVSKY INSTITUTE. 

LAST YEAR HE WAS IN MOSCOW AS PART OF NAS EXCHANGE AND AT 
THAT TIME BROUGHT BACK WITH HIM 400 SERUM SAMPLES FOR 
ANALYSIS AT REQUEST OF A SOVIET RESEARCHER. IT APPEARS 
CERTAIN CRAWFORD'S SCIENTIFIC PARTNERS IN USSR DID NOT GET 
NECESSARY CLEARANCES TO HAVE HIM TAKE SERUM SAMPLES OUT OF 
THE USSR FOR ANALYSIS BUT THAT WOULD SEEM AN INTERNAL 
SOVIET MATTER. CRAWFORD IS BRINGING WITH HIM THE DATA FROM 
ANALYSIS. 

- B. DR. IOHN PETRICCIANI, DEPUTY DIRECTOR, DIVISION OF 
PATHOLOGY, BUREAU OF BIOLOGICS, FDS WILL BE IN MOSCOW 
AUG 12-30 AND HOPEFULLY HAS ALREADY CONTACTED SCIENCE 
SECTION. PETRICCIANI WAS IN MOSCOW SEVERAL YEARS AGO ON 
HEALTH EXCHANGE AND AT THAT TIME A SCIENTIFIC PARTNER, 

DR. VALARIE PETUKOV AT THE TARASSEVICH INSTITUTE, INFORMAL- 
LY SHARED WITH HIM SOME PUBLISHED SCIENTIFIC ARTICLES ON 
ESP. PETRICCIANI TOOK RUSSIAN PUBLICATION AND, HAVING ONLY 
PASSING INTEREST, THREW IT AWAY WITHOUT TRANSLATION. AS 
EMBASSY WILL RECALL, PETUKOV WAS LATER IMPLICATED IN 
ROBERT TOTH AFFAIR. 

4. MOSCOW 19478 VERY HELPFUL. WE AGREE THAT WISEST 
COURSE NOW WILL BE TO FOSTER FEELINGS OF ISOLATION IN HER. 
YOUR ADVICE TRACKS PRECISELY WITH THAT GIVEN US BY DR. 
PIECZENIK WHO ALSO PERCEIVED THAT SHE WAS HAVING MARITAL 
PROBLEMS. WE WILL CONTACT VOA'S SOUREN ON CONFIDENTIAL 
BASIS. VANCE 
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
